Mr. Moulton Declines to Tell 
All He Knows. 


BURIAL OF THE SCANDAL 


Interesting Correspondence of the 
Beecher Family. 


BEFORE THE COMMITTEE. 


T«8terd»y afternoon Mr. m o bU od appeared be- 
fcre the loYestigatlnir Comm ittee tn multo a etate- 
u e n t in reference to the scandal. The tim e agreed 
apon on Friday last for the com m ittee to receive 
him was three P. M. At thl.«i hoar th ere was a lad 
attendance of the members, and considerable 
anxiety was m anirested by these gentlem en when 
tbi-y lound the hour speed away and there was no 
indication 
of 
Mr. 
M oulton's 
presence 
or 
any 
m esaaso 
from 
him 
th at 
he 
had 
been unexpectedly detained. This anxiety was 
not conflned to the com m ittee; It extended to the 
delegation of the gentlem en of the press who lined 
the sidewalks auU sheltered from the rays of the 
•un under the trees in the neighborhood. 
Each 
avenue th a t gave an opportunity of the approach 
•I the g reat expected was guarded by the new s­ 
paper reporters, and these skirm ishing parties 
w ere to signal Mr. M onlton’s appearance in the 
aiRtance to the large group of press m en who 
stood in watcbm i gnardiansblp over the m ansioa 
Where the com m ittee was assembled. 
It was a 
weary w ait for more than two hoars, and a co r­ 
poral’s 
gnard 
of 
reportera 
was 
sent 
to 
Mr. M oulton’s house, in Remsen street, with 
orders to capture the enemy and bring him to the 
Held ol battle. 
The success th at w aits on d arin g 
deeds fell upon them. 
At half-past four Mr. 
Moulton, 
accom panied 
by 
Mr. 
Muusou, 
leit 
his 
house. 
As 
he 
reached 
the side­ 
walk the rep o rters g reeted him. 
Mr. Moniton 
received them w ith his characteristic courtesy. 
They, on their p art, w ere deUghted to see him 
thus on his way to term in ate the suspense th at 
bad nearly drifted into agony. 
They proceeded 
to interview him, but Mr. Moulton 
waa not 
to be interview ed. 
He tam ed away their ques­ 
tioning w ith the rebuke courteous and the m ean­ 
ing smile, th a t gave no light where light waa so 
much needed, un the n e x t block to bis house Is 
t drug store. PerUle tn expedients, he m ade this 
dm g store a place of reiuge from the persevering 
press men. 
He pleaded the need of m edicine lor 
the body, and, Invlttng -the accom panying pbono- 
grapher, atepped into the store, asked the rep o r­ 
ters to pursue their way to Monroe place, w here 
he would speedily join them . Strong In faitn th at 
Mr. M oniton woold be tru e to his word, they w ent 
•n their w ay rejoicing, 
and on their 
arrival 
at the bonse of Mr. sto rrs com m unicated to their 
w aiting colleagnes th a t Mr. Moulton was on his 
way and would speedily be w ith them . 
Hope told 
a flattering tale. A q u arter of an hour elapsed, 
and the notable w itness and m nrual friend did n o t 
eome. 
Oonfldenco in bis word was, however, 
never shaken, and the m en who had seen him 
w ere sore he would be there. 'They soon, how­ 
ever, were the lew faithful am ong th e iatthloss.

afternoon. 
Just when 
despondency was sittin g heaviest 
on th e brow s of these, doubtless, the intenigence 
was w afted along the line, *‘Be is h ere!” “ There's 
Moulton I” 
There bo was, too, m aking a diagonal 
crossing Irom P lerrepont stree t to Monroe place, 
and presently irom u nderneath the overhanging 
branches of the shady tree s appeared the two 
huge forma of Mr. Moulton and Mr. Munson. The 
form er was, of course, sm oking a cigar, and ap­ 
parently as iodilferent to the business th at was 
undoubtedly 
absorbing all 
his 
atten tio n 
as 
though 
ho 
had 
stepped 
npon 
a 
base 
ball 
field 
to 
while 
aw ay 
a 
spare 
hall hour. At the steps or Mr. S torrs’ house ho 
threw away bis cigar, and after a tew m inutes’ 
sonversatlon w ith several of the reporters, he 
reached the door, ran g the bell and was adm itted 
by Mr. Ktorrs to the house. This was a t a q u arter 
DÍ five P. M. There was a general expectation of 
snother weary walUng of two hours or m ore. It 
was generally understood th at the statem en t 
would occupy th at tim e to read, and a disposition 
•f the gentlem en connected with the press was 
made 
in 
accordance w ith 
th at supposition. 
All this, how ever, proved a delusion. 
At tw enty- 
flvo m inutes past five Mr. Moulton and his phono- 
grapher appeared in the doorway. After the first 
m om ent of surprise, and before he bad reached 
the sidewalk, he was asked if be was through 
w ith the com m ittee. 
He said th at he was. it waa 
known by some oi the re p o rters th a t be had two 
statem ents to subm it—a sh o rt one and a long one. 
“ He had read the sh o rt statem ent, of course!'” 
Inquired

was 
the

read. 
Would 
It 
be given to the press r No, it wonid not th at 
night; It woold be given afcer eleven to-m orrow , 
if given a t all. 
Would he appear again beiore the 
com m ittee r *Mr. Moulton was of opinion th a t 
he would not. After th a t rem ark be walked lei­ 
surely along in the direction of his home. It was 
noticeable th at Mr. M oulton’s m anner on entering 
the bonse w here the com m ittee sat was very 
aillerent to th a t which he m anlfestca w hen be 
came away. 
Everybody said th at be had leit the 
look of jubllancy behind him, and th at be had 
the 
appearance 
of 
a 
sadder 
and 
a 
w iser m an. The com m ittee continned in session 
untU six o’clock. They said th at they should n o t 
m eet again th at evening and th at they bad ad- 
jonrned to m eet again a t the call or the Chair, 
which would probably be some time to-day (Tues­ 
day). They w ere as m ute to all applications for 
iniorm atlon as to th e character of Mr. M oulton's 
statem ent, out did sny m at all th at Mr. M oulton 
had saiii in reference thereto to tbo rep o rter when 
be ieii the house was qnito correct.

He, therefore, veryjustly, in hla own 
opinion, profosed to oonflue himself to the presen­ 
tation ui Hiicl docttinenls or copies thereof oiTer- 
lug to autbsutieate the sam e if they ahonia be 
doubted.

Mr. Moulton has m ade bis statem en t to the in­ 
vestigating com m ittee. 
Ho has m ade it Just aa 
the Jiagie, Just as every m an who knew P rank 
Moultou expected he would make It. 
In th e ocean 
of innuendo, of gabble and of twaddle, contributed 
to this case by a set of m en and women who have 
little business of their own to atten d to, and so 
seek occupation in attending to tbe m ost private 
aflkirs of others, it is a s relreahlng as a b reath of 
m ountain air In tbe sum m er tim e to read the 
statem ent, in this sadouse, of Francis D. Moniton. 
AS from the beginning we knew be wonla, he ro- 
luses to take any aide or any p art w hatever m the 
squabble in which the reputation of a woman and 
the future good uam e of her chlUlren are a t stake. 
Mr. Moniton was called ppon by the com m ittee to 
produce docnm eots intrusted to him in confidence;

HOXJLTON’S STATEMENT AS PROM­ 
ISED. 


THE STATEMENT OP MR. MOULTON. 


Inch excitem ent waa occasioned in conse­ 
quence 01 tbe appearance of Mr. Moniton be­ 
fore the com m ittee of inyestigatton, for it was 
believed th a t tbe public would be afforded through 
hiB testim ony and tbe docnm ents In his possession, 
a key to the scandal th a t has so long been the snb- 
tect of public gossip. 
U nionunateiy lor the enrlon*, however, m uch 
has been held in reserve. Mr. Moulton declined to 
« e v etl all tlie tacts in his possession, and it is not 
probable th at they wUI be made pnblic before 
any other than a court of Justice. Even then it Is 
doubtful, from the present outlook, w hether the 
en u re tru th win be told w ithout m ental reserva- 
ttou. 


The m em bers of the com m ittee p resen t y ester­ 
day were Messrs. Winslow, W right, Cleveland, 
Bton*, ueneral Tracy and Mr. Sage, tne rhalrm an. 
Besides these were the offlcial reporters, respec­ 
tively or the com m ittee and of Mr. Moniton. 
Mr. Moulton appeared before tbe com m ittee a t a 
q u arter to five P. M. 
His exam ination lasted 
about tw enty m inutes, during which, w ithout 
being snbject to mnch cross-exam ination, he m ade 
M bstanually the statem en t th at, while be had 
prom ised to give the com m ittee a ran relation of

Tbe rollowlng is the substance of an article pub­ 
lished in a late Brooklyn e x tra last evening, pur- 
porrtng to represent tne views of Mr. M oniton as 
he Intended to state them before tbe com m ittee, 
it IS scarcely neceesary to add th at th ere is m ore 
of presum ption than of fact attached to tne rep o rt. 
When the attacks npon Mr. TUton w ere m ade' 
public by Mr. Beecher’s friends Mr. M oulton felt 
compelled to come to tbe snpport of Mr. Tilton, 
and approved of tbe coarse taken by Mr. ru to n in 
sell-dercnee. 
When Mr. Moulton him self felt tree to lay his 
own statem en t of the case before the com m ittee, 
having received In w riting the perm ission of Mr. 
Tilton ana Mr. Beecher to do so, he fonnd it neces­ 
sary to recur to the beginnings or tbe controversy. 
The whole difflcuity having origlaated in tbe dif­ 
ferences between Mr. H enry ü. Bowen and Mr. 
Tilton, Mr. Moulton considered it essential to com­ 
m ence a t th at point. 
He gives tbe history of Mr. 
Tilton’s serious cqmpUcatlons with Mr. Bowen, 
and, step by step, traces the progress of the 
breach betw een them, leading np to the

The whole letter 
occupies two full pages of foolscap paper, and the 
.intensity of expression revealed In th e ex tra ct 
already published is its prevailing tone throngU- 


the letters from Mr. Beecher, (torn which 
qu o u tlo n s are made In Mr. Tilton’s statem ent, 
have been laid in full by Mr. Moultou before th e 
com m ittee. 
It 18 osUhlisbed by Mr. M oulton’s evidence th at 
the letter of apology, w ritten by Mr. Beecher on 
the evening or January 1, 1871. was, as nas already 
been intim ated, w ritten by Mr. Moulton, a t Mr. 
Bcecner’s d icution, and th a t Mr. B eecher himseir 
w rote tbe laat line, and a p ^ d e d his signature. 
The statem ents made bv Mrs. Tilton, in her pub­ 
lished denial and in ner cross-exam ination before 
tbe com m ittee, are not sn su in ed by Mr. M oniton’s 
evidence. 
He states th at Mrs. Tilton oom m nnicated w ith 
him irecly and confldentlaliv tn regard to the 
com plications of this 
sca n d al-re g ard in g him 
as alike the irlend of 
herself, 
i e r nnsband 
and Mr. Beecher. Mr*. Morse, tbe m other of Mrs. 
lilto n , also made a confidant of Mr. Moniton, de- 
poaltlng with th at gentlem an some im portant let­ 
ters bearing on this case. Tbe«e letters, together 
with o thers w ritten to Mr. Tilton, go far tow ard 
strengthening Mr. Tilton’s position. 
The general tenor ot Mr. M oalton’s statem en t Is 
such aa to give confirntauon of the generallv cir­ 
culated report th at be waa m ade the custodian of 
Mr. Beecher’S confldeaceo. and th at he appears at 
the last m om ent to vindicate Mr. Tliton and him­ 
self. Mr. M oalton’s statem ent, it is nnderstood, 
will be given to the pnbiio in com plete form, re­ 
vised by th at gentlem an.

Tbe residence is at No. 49 Remsen street, Brook­ 
lyn. a comely looxlng brown sione bouse in one of 
those quiet Brooklyn lucallties near the Wall stree t 
lerry, in whicn lew sounds disturb the com fort of 
those who seek retirem ent and rest. The parlors are 
spacious, and ailed with arUoles of virtu. Indicative 
of a taste for all th at Is esth etic and refining in 
influence. Oil painUugs of Messrs. Beecher and 
TUton adorn a portion of the walla; while scat­ 
tered here and there are bright pictures, illustra­ 
tive of homelike scenes ana incidents; sncb aa 
call up long forgotten m emories. Wiaps of sootn- 
ern straw , stray bits of parti colored grasses and 
other emblems of wom an’s grace and woman’s 
tact peep oat heae and there to show how pleaaant 
Is the home in which every hour In the day a re­ 
p o rter obtrudes to g et hia ‘-pouiis” for the n ex t 
edition. 
With the exception of Mr. Moniton and two or 
three family s e rv a n u tb e m auslon is deserted, the 
ladles of the household having retired to tbe wel- 
come shades of a country home at N arragansett. 
There is a library in every room—a succession of 
pleasant literary “spells"—until one reaches the 
upper floor ol the house, where the Introduction of 
the guest is into an ap artm en t suggestive of tbe 
re st of a scholar and a gentlem an. 
Books, m ir­ 
rors, azure-colored walls, 
lotus plants in 
tbe 
corners, statuettes, bits of paluilug, easy chairs 
^and lounges—all suggest a place of re trea t such as 
appeals to the best n atu re of a student, and are cal­ 
culated to provoke the best thoughts oi even a 
man of the world.

BKB-TOH OF CARDINAL CHBVBBÜS. 
Jeon Louis Charles Ohoverus baa born in May- 
ence in 1768. He wua ol noble family, and in early 
life was SCI ap art for the Church. 
He received his 
classical educatlou a t the College of Louis le 
Grand and his theological training at tbe sem inary 
of bt. Hagliore. 
He was ordaiued priest a t tbe 
last public ordination in Paris before the French 
KcvolntloD, aud waa advanced to a bcneflce in his 
native city by Monsieur, afterw ards Louis XVllI. 
He bad not long resided in Mayence wben tbe 
persecution of tbe clergy com m enced. 
He re­ 
paired to Paris, where he was concealed on the 3d 
and 3d of S ep tem o er-d ay s m ade m em orable by 
the m assacre of eccleslastlca. A fter this sangui­ 
nary scene he made hla escape to England. On ar­

He 
w as a m inister of peace, but instructed bis flock 
th at seli-defence was not only a law of n atn re but 
a principle 01 religion.

This point, as you know, Is the extreme north­ 
eastern limit of Long Island. Here the island ends 
putong out, at a leeler lor tbe vessels or nnwary 
navigators, a long line of sunken rocks, on which 
a “ beacon” or “ spindle” has been built. 
The 
Point narrowly esi-apes being insulated, tor about 
m mile or two nrom us head there is an Isthmus 
scarcely wider man 200 feet, whereon the waters 
of Gardiner’s Bay and those of a cove running m 
froMi Longlaland Sonnd beat with an nnboly de­ 
sire to be joined.

A journey from the Missonrl River to Denver, m 
Colorado, presents so many remarkable views that 
It wlU never be forgotten. Tbe first hundred miles 
or 80 np the Raw Valley Is throngh a decidedly 
fertue country, and one sees majestic sweUa, fre- 
qnenUy bordered by ledges of magneslan Ume- 
stone, and there are loity bine monnds, covered 
with grass all as smooth as a well kept lawn. 
Gradually the country becomes more level, there 
are fewer trees In the Immediate valleys o f the 
streams, and at last the great Plains are reached. 
Here and mere me adventnroua pioneer has made 
hU claim and home, and corn wUl oe seen grow­ 
ing, bat tbe aridity ot the climate forbids a gener­ 
ous yield. This Is along tbe división tUie between 
the moist cUmaw of tbe Bast and the dry cUmate 
of the West, and now the grass U short and gray, 
trees disappear, and onward Is an unbroken stretou 
of 360 mUes ot wild, uuUihablted and nninbabitable 
domain, divided by min threads of streams rnnnlng 
among willows, neither the cottonwood, hardy aa

The 
sta­ 
tions are at convenient distanoes apart, more for 
me accommodation of section hands aud the needs

who pass m me cars. No garden U attached—for 
what would be the use of planting, since nothing 
will grow t-and the chief snrroundmgs besides the 
Illimitable plam, tbe railroad track, the telegraph 
poles and the station are a profusion of empty 
frnlt cans and bottles and scattered remnants of 
antelope and buffalo skins. 
THB DININO STAnOWa 
are a trifle cheerful, for there are more people, 
and likely enough an attempt is made to cause a 
few cottonwood trees to grow by watering them 
from a well, if there Is a welL which in some cases 
la abeent, and water is hauled on tbe cars, over 
one stretch someming Uke 100 miles, iioth for hu­ 
man and iocomoUve nse. 
Utterly destitute, and

country seems to be, yet It has immense resources 
In the 
grau, capable of sosteining

various places corrals Into whloh large wUd herds 
are driven by aa wild men for shipment East, and 
U Is mta mat in various placea, north and south, 
five and ten miles apart, are springs In gnlchea 
and Uttle vafleys, and even streams which run a 
short distance and smg and sometUnea reappear. 
A PLAoa or aapt'OA 
Especial attenuon u caUed to this country as 
having greet tnducemeute for men fleemg from

Glen Eyrie is two mUea beyond, and a 
part has been cuUed tne Little Garden, as here 
also are sulintered rocks peruaps 200 feet high.

Glen Eyrie proper Is a gnlcb exteuUing several 
miles into the heart ol tbe mountains, and a oeau- 
tlful stream bursts lorth in merry cascades, on 
each side of this stream are majestic aud choice 
evergreens, rising amid deciduous trees, and so 
dense la the shade and so thick Is tbe nnder- 
growth that the scene resembles a wild lorest In 
; one of the Atlantic States. 
Manitou Is seven miles 
from Colorado Nprmgs, and Uore ready are the 
I springs. 
Half way is Colorado City, iormerl.v the 


I county seat and once the capital of Colorado. 
I One of the Urst settlers of mis town was A. D.

The PonnteUi is 
, the name of the stream that comes out ot the 
canyon la which Manuoais sicuated.

Tbe monutalns rise so abruptly 
on either band that much labor la required to get 
sufficient room for bnilding, and several hotels 
are on eminences or in deep guíenos. 
TUB ROADS AND WALKS 
Wind among thickets of cottonwood, wild cherries 
and alders, and me Ponncatn dasnes now here, 
now there, while It la crossed by many bridges. 
The springs themselves bubble through noles in 
tbe solid fiat rock, and they have lormed caps or 
reservoirs holding irom a lew qnarts to several 
gallons. They are known as soda springs, and 
with the addition of acid and sugar the fluid 
makes excellent soda water. They are said to be 
a cure lor dyspensia ana perhaps lor some other 
diseases. The iron springs are a mile irom Manl- 
ton, and the water seems to have valuable quali­ 
ties.

There is a provisioD in the charter an-

only intended to protect the Governor I rom 
the necessity oi hearing the testimony him­ 
self—a tusk which, in the event of a number 
of charges being made against different officers 
at the same time, would serionsly embarrass 
the basinees of the government.

ful diversion or misapplication of any moneys

law," Ac., on application for such exnimna- 
tion being made under oath by the Mayor, 
Comptroller, five Aldermen, a oommissioner oí 
accounts, or five citizens who are taxpayers ; 
but no penalties follow if the charges should

It is a long time since the terrible story of 
domestic infelicity which just now engages 
such a large share of attention was first made 
public. 
lYom that day to this it has tlragged 
its slow length along, one surprise following 
another, bnt the end seeming as far away as 
in tbe beginning. 
This prolonged suspense 
has contributed in a great degree to give 
dramatic interest to a tale that is little short 
of a tragedy. 
First came Theodore Tilton’s 
statement, containing charges against Henry 
Ward Beecher of the most serious nature. 
These charges were apparently «upported by 
proofs in the letters of Mr. Beecher himself. 
Against these Mr. Beecher interposed a gen­ 
eral denial; bnt as he failed to make any 
speciflp explanation of his own words in so 
ranch as a single instance his answer had no 
more effect than the plea of “not guilty’’ in 
criminal procedure. 
Mrs. Tilton also entered 
a general denial and submitted to a cross- 
examination wliioh revealed the inside history 
of an unhappy home, suggesting some of the 
reasons why a faithful wife might turn to a 
guilty love, but denying actual guilt on her 
own part or that of her alleged seducer. 
At this stage of the case two tacts stood out 
in very bold relief—the unexplained letters of 
the clergyman and the damaging admissions 
of the woman. 
That which was bad had 
become worse. 
Apparently it admitted of but 
two answers—guilty love between these two or 
a platonic attachment which had its founda­ 
tion in the snfferings of the one and the sym­ 
pathies of the other. 
And it most not be for­ 
gotten that the woman had written with her 
own hand the accusation against her pastor 
and her womanhood. 
This, it is true, she 
alleged bad been extorted from her by her 
husbaud, but it was only another reason why 
the whole tm th in this matter sbonld be told. 
As it stood, the weight of the testimony was 
terribly against Mr. Beecher. 
Many of his 
countrymen believed him guilty, but all of 
theoa were anxious that he should establish 
his innocence. 
He was a teacher of religion 
who wras little below the prophets and apostles 
in the minda of his disciples. 
He was a great 
man, and men and women had long fondly 
believed he was also e good man. 
But for 
weeks and months a dark cloud of suspicion 
and doubt has enveloped him. 
He is charged 
with debauching the wife of his friend and 
using his high office as a means of the basest 
sensuality. 
Barely this is an offence which he 
woold be anxious to disprove —it is an offence, 
too, which society has a right to demand shall 
be disproved or punished. 
A committee of Mr. Beecher’s own choosing 
sat upon the case to judge it. 
The accuser 
went before it, making his charges and bring- 
ing the proofs in his possession. 
The accused 
answered, as we have indicated, only in 
general terms, refusing to testify explicitly 
until another person, who had occnpied the 
position of motoal friend to the parties and 
who was the depository of the confidences of 
both, had testified before the committee. This 
friend was Frank Moulton. 
Moulton’s posi­ 
tion certainly was an unenviable one, but it 
was a position that he seems gladly to have 
assumed, and now he need not complain 
because be finds it involves other responsi­ 
bilities than those of keeping other people’s 
secrets. 
It sometimes becomes a greater duty 
to reveal a secret than to keep it 
This is Mr. 
Moulton’s responsibility in this case. 
The 
interests of truth, of justice, of womanly and 
ministerial purity alike require him to tell all 
that he knows. 
Both Beecher and Tilton 
have adjured him to tell it 
The confidential 
relations he once held toward the parlies 
have been stripped irom his shoulders by 
those who imposed the duty of 
silence 
upon him. 
But he stands behind a spectre of 
his own raising and talks nonsense about tbe 
sacredness of friendship. 
He has written two 
statements, which he may or may not publish, 
but, according to his own account of these 
statements, they contain nothing that was 
not known before. 
Then he offends by hint­ 
ing at mysterions 
exposnres 
under im­ 
possible circumstances and tries to play the 
hero when the hero is not required. In all this 
he is simply Nick Bottom, the weaver, assnm­ 
ing the character of Pyramns; he is worse, 
for he is playing the clown at a funeral. 
In 
the meantime some of Mr. Beecher’s friends 
call this a “ vindication.” 
It is vindication 
with a vengeance. 
Bnt neither party can 
afford to let the matter rest here. 
If Tilton 
shonld be cNmicnt with this disposition his 
enemies would believe his charges as base as 
they were baseless. 
Should Mr. Beecher be 
satisfied even his sinoerest friends would feel 
that the dark cloud has not been lifted. 
We 
cannot believe, then, that Mr. Moulton will 
persist in his later policy. 
It is crafty, we 
admit, bnt it is unmanly and unworthy; 
worse even than this, it is more deathly than 
a pestilence. 
This terrible secret is under­ 
mining public morality and bringing the 
Christian religion into disrepute. 
Every day 
that the controversy lasts is the continuance of 
a moral plague. 
The only cure for this fear­ 
ful malady is to tell the truth and so have 
done with the matter, fall who may. 
Moulton 
cannot evade his responsibility and retain the 
respect of his fellow men, and hence we be­ 
lieve that in the end he will tell what he 
knows and so afford an opportunity tor a fair 
and just judgment in a case that otherwise 
will be prejudged because it is not judged.

The alarming condition of the s;Team8 and 
rivers of Northwestern Euroiie is attracting 
much attention there, and has called forth 
several serious scientific prophecies. 
In the 
early summer of 1870 MM. Belgrend and Le- 
moine, of France, announced tbatthe Hiimmer 
and autiunn would be characterized by ex­ 
treme dearth of the subterranean water sup­ 
ply—a oooolusion reached by «areful com­ 
parison of tbe precedent rainfall 
Their pre­ 
diction, based on their joint labors, was too 
closely fhlfllled, and the great aridity of the 
soil was prolonged into the winter of 1870-71, 
These two able investigators, alter recent re­ 
ductions of French raintall relurnn, jointly 
predict a similar water famine for northern 
France during the summer and antumn ot 
1874. It seems that their announcement had 
hardly been made before another iudependent 
investigator, working from similar data, ar­ 
rived at the same results for southwestern 
France. 
The inquiries excited by the almost 
•imuUaneous prophecies, from different sources, 
have developed the fact that the condition of 
the soil in several other portions of North­ 
western 
Europe, 
including 
the 
British 
Isles, indicates 
great 
dryness 
and de­ 
ficiency in the subterranean water sources. 
It might 
at first appear 
hazardous to 
venture any such statements as these scientists 
put forth. 
Bnt a moment’s reflection will 
show otherwise. 
The summer rainfall does 
not control the supply to the myriad springs 
and streamlets on which agrionltural interests 
and municipal health depend. 
The rains of 
sranmer are so rapidly evaporated by the sun 
and the superheated earth that they cannot 
keep up the perennially drained fountains 
beneath the soiL 
For this purpose an abun­ 
dant winter rainfall is necessary, and where 
the precedent winter’s rains have been few 
and light the heated term finds the subter­ 
ranean reservoirs greatly depleted. 
Such was 
the cose when the present summer opened, 
after an extraordinarily small winter rainfall. 
In Northwestern Europe. 
The dryness of the 
cold season in 1857 produced the remarkable 
drooghte of 1858, and the dryness of the last 
winter on this portion of the Continent, it is 
forcibly argned, will be felt from the present 
time till next October. 
Indeed, so early as 
May the want of water was seriously felt in 
France, and farmers had, in some localities, 
to cart their water irom the rivers. 
No sum­ 
mer rainfall can now replenish the deep 
caverns of the earth in time to avert the 
threatened scarcity of water, wliich will, in all 
likelihood, increase until the last of October. 
It is happily true, however, that the August 
rainfall may suffice to avert any great decline 
in tbe ogriooltanl yield throngbont the dry 
sections. 
But the facts elicited by the inqui­ 
ries of the scientists named may prove a 
timely warning to European and other coun­ 
tries to provide agpiinst these cyclical periods 
of water dearth, which might at any time cre­ 
ate a famine as frightfnl as that in Bengal. 
Tbe agriculturist of onr day, not content with 
stripping the soil oi its forest covering and 
exposing.it to the excessive vicissitudes of 
frost and sun blaze, has pushed the system of 
drainage to a minous extreme. 
To derange 
or impair the character of the soil in the 
densely peopled districts of Europe is to strike 
at tbe root of national existence and rednce 
every indastry to a state of languor and de­ 
pression. 
Instead of drainage we now need 
the most expeditious, economic and extensive 
systems of irrigation, which shall frugally em­ 
ploy the gathered stores dropped from the 
clonds in supplying moisture at all growing 
seasons. 
Then, instead of periodic crop fail­ 
ures and famines, the soil of the great grain 
growing countries would vie with the banks 
of the Nile in prolific yield.

For streets not exposed to tbo passage of 
trucks, there is no b etter system than really good 
m acadam izing. The roads so buUt by the Romans 
In G reat B ritain ex ist to tuts day. Their work was 
well done. The g reat turnpike lu M aryland Is a 
m acadam ized road and Is simply a m agnificent 
exam ple ot soUd. cousclenuous work. 
We could 
have such here, and i educe crim e and pauperism , 
which are very expensive, by employ m g tne labor 
th at now cries lor bread, alternating w ith brawls 
and burglary. 
Cobblestone pavem ents are below 
contem pt, wheel sm ashers, garbage preservers, 
weapon furnisbers lor rioters.

ing her from her husband. After the papers had 
been read and the counsel had concluded tiieir re­ 
spective arguments, Judge Dalv directed that, 
pending the dectsiou in tne divorce suit, the child 
should Uve with the parenta every alternate week.
